12. (Currently amended) The electroluminescent device of claim 1, wherein the 
electroluminescent material comprises an emitting layer containing tris(8-hydroxyquinoline) 
aluminum or 1,3,5 tris(Nphenylbenzimidazol 2 yl)bonzeno) K3,5-tris(N-Dhenvlbenzimidazol-2- 
vDbenzene) . 

19. (Currently amended) The electroluminescent device according to claim 6, wherein 
th e borazin e containing e ntity comprises the hole transporting layer comprises the borazine- 
containing entity . 
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23. (Currently Amended) The electroluminescent device according to claim 22 21 
wherein one of Ri and R2 is methyl and the other is phenyl, diphenyl, diphenylamino or 
naphthyl.
